It was to have pri- 
ority over other payments. 
In fact 
Germany did advance tho cash for 
these expenses but the allies did no: 
reimburse tho United Status, and after 
a prolonged negotiation the Ameri- 
can governmcnt'perauadod the allies 
to agree on an arrangement for pay- 
ment which will not bo sot nsltlo by 
tho regular reparation payments or 
agreements. 
America Might SulVi-r 
But the incident proved that unless 
tho United States took an active hand 
tho Interests of America would suffer. 
As tho economic situation in Germany 
becomes worse and worso and tho al- 
lies discuss measures for tho rer.lli-.a- 
tlon of money on German assets, the 
United States steps in to assure her- 
self that her claims will not bo .side- 
tracked. Tho general claims of Amer- 
ican citizens have been reduced by a 
recent decision to $500,000,000, but the 
aggregate bill of tho United Slates 
against Ocrmany Including interest 
will In tho end bo in tho neighbor- 
hood of a billion dollars. 
Strictly 
.speaking, 
tho 
situation 
calls for ofilclal membership by the 
United States on tho reparations com- 
mission where Colonel 
Logan 
now 
represents tho Washington govern- 
ment as an "unofllclal observer," but 
ho does not have tho right to vote. 
Tho lato President Harding favored 
American membership on tho repara- 
tions commission, and Senator Kob- 
Inson of Arkansas, democrat, intro- 
duced a resolution to that effect, but 
It was not pressed at tho last session. 
Mr. Coolldge Is not averse to olllclal 
membership on tho reparations com- 
mission and Secretary Hughes desires 
It also, but if It means tho precipita- 
tion of a political Quarrel In the 
United States senate they will not 
insist upon It.

Counting the Dust in the Air 


Ity FltUUISIUC J. 1IASICIX. 


Washington.—Counting grains of dust In the 


air is one of the pieces of research work now 
being conducted by the Weather Bureau. 
Kv- 


ery day, records of the amount of solid material 
suspended In the air nro made at a laboratory in 
Washington. 
TJHist counts have also been made 


in othor cities, and the upper air has been tested 
from the Washington Monument and by a series 
of records made from airplanes. 


The Importance of dust has been steadily gain- 


Ing recognition In recent years. 
The bureau of 


chemistry gives a (food deal of attention to tho 
study of dust explosions and means oDprcvcnting 
them. 
Dust-laden air, especially in some kinds 


of mlnos and industrial plants, is now known to be 
a possible menace to health, and the bureau of 
mines and the departments o< labor warn work- 
ers in certain occupations against hazards of the 
air, and explain precautions to be taken against 
them. 


Soil experts and students of weather conditions 


nnd evidence that a single storm may transport 
a million tons of fine rock material a thousand 
miles or more. 
A violent volcanic eruption sends 


tons of dust into tho air, whore It may drift 
about Cor two or three years, rising as high as 
50 miles in the air. and traveling around tho 
globe son-eral limes. 
Krakatoa, which erupted 


In 1SS3, distributed so much dust into the alt- that 
the rays of the sun were intercepted. Some scien- 
tists claim that the unusually cool weather of that 
year was due to the effects of dust from the great 
volcanic explosion. 


The weather bureau's .research lias two definite 


aims. 
Ono Is to help the aviator, to whom dust< 


is the most Important meteorological factor. The 
other purpose is to collect data which may show 
more plainly dangers of certain kinds of dust In 
the air about us. 
, 


Tim (lust-counting: project is going forward In 


the United States and in 11 other countries. 
It 


was started In 1922, when an'International scien- 
tiilc conference in Rome agreed to buy 12 dust- 
cotnnlng instruments. 
One instrument was to bo 


furnished to each country that would devote 
enough time to the business of dust-counting to 
draw some enlightening conclusions.

Interest of scientists nt the conference was 


stimulated by the suggestion that, perhaps evi- 
dences oC cosmic dust, wafted to earth from space, 
might'be revealed by the investigations. 
Dr. H. 


II. Klnlball, who Is In charge of, tlic work in 
tills country, hns found no specimens of cosmic 
dust. 


He says that if the earth r.neountered a 'cloud of 


cosmic dtiKt. the cloud would surround our jiian- 
ct and each one of tho International dust counting 
stations would find tho evidence in the nlr at 
about the same time. In the case of dust which 
follows a volcanic uxplosion. tho characteristic 
particles reach different 
regions 
at 
different, 


times, ns tho material Is carried along By air 
currents. 


Dust brought to earth from another planetary 


body outside our atmosphere would probaMy be 
of materials no different, from those of earthly 
dust. The cosmic grains would bo Identified main- 
ly by shape. 
They would 
be 
spherical, 
worn 


smooth by friction in their long journey. Instead 
of having jagged, sawlike odge.M, such as tiny 
grains of sand or coal dust havo. Dust of meteors 
1» found, of. course. 
About n hundred tons of 


meteoric material, whjch is mostly iron, reaches 
the earth's atmosphere every dny. and much of 
this Is dust before it comes to earth. 


In one instance a British scientist became al- 


most convinced' that he had captured some speci- 
mens ^of real cosmic dust. 
It was shown, how- 


ever, that the specimens were obtained near n 
furnace, and tho smoothness and shape of the in- 
teresting samples was proved due to heat from 
the- fire. , 


But if tiie cosmic dust is proving elusive, the

The German Hunger and Reparations 


Committee Representation.

It really makes no difference whether the Ger- 


mans are collectively or individually to blame for 
tho situation -which, as Secretary Hoover reports, 
means that 20,000,000 German children and adults 
face starvation during the present winter. It may 
bo that the way to solve tho ciuestion of aid Is 
not to appropriate $20,000',000 provided In the 
bill Introduced by Senator I.enroot, but through 
some other method. But whether we do it in that 
manner or not, tho call to America to aid Is loud 
nnd Insistent. 
Wo have not forgotten the war, 


Its horrors and Its mercilessncos, nor the terrible 
responsibility of Germany for that horror of font- 
years. But we have no quarrel with tho children, 
or yet with tho men In the Industrial life who 
have been just ns mercilessly exploited as were 
the inhabitants under the military autocracy. Sec- 
retary Hoover's remedy Is to establish 
foreign 


commercial credit for food supplies. 
He says the 


"ultimate solution lies only In a settlement of 
political relations, the roeslubllshment of currency 
and tho rehabilitation oC productive Industry." 


That this situation In Germany has been an 


influencing factor in the acceptance by the pres- 
ident, after a long series oC Investigation:* from 
the Irgitl international viewpoint, of representa- 
tion on the reparations investigation commission, 
seems certain. 
While we shall -not, by the very 


condition of things, be a voting member of that 
rommlsoion, wo shall bo able to give that ad- 
vice and exert that Influence which means an ap- 
proach at least to an ultimate settlement of the 
reparations nnd collateral questions which have 
boon wrecking the political peace and commercial 


Tho instrument employed consists of three es- 


sential parts: 
a dampening cha.rn.ber In which 


moisture condenses on each particle; a small box 
at the- end of the chamber containing a narrow 
slit: and an air pump which produces a partial 
vacuum back or tho slit, so that a measured quan- 
tity of air with the moisture coated dust particles 


rapidly through the slit, strikes a small 


glass disk In front of it, and there the dust par- 
ticle.s slick. 


With a high powered microscope, the scientist 


tln-n counts the number of particles on the glass 
disk, and makes his estimate as to tho number 
In each cubic centimeter of .air. 
The microscope 


magnifies the grains by 1,000 diameters, or a mil- 
lion times In area. 
IJust grains soventy-nlnc-mil 


Months of, an inch in diameter are the smallest 
that the microscope reveals. •- Other methods of 
investigation prove that particles smaller than 
this are many tlmojf more numerous than those 
that can be counted with the microscope. 


Investigations show that cities vary greatly as 


to dustlness. In comparatively dust-free regions 
there may be only a hundred or so particles to a 
sublc. centimeter of air, according to microscope 
count, while in factory districts or in the down 
town section oC a smoky city there may be as 
many as 7,000, or even 10,000 on an ordinarily 
clear day. 
If you Include the particles that are 


too lino to bo thus counted, the number lurking 
in a room or street may run into the millions. 
Scientists have set the figure of dust particles per 
cubic centimeter It) a dusty room as high as 
SS.000,000. 


In cities that burn soft coal^and that have 


many factories, the atmosphere is probably the 
dustiest. The dust-producing powers of fire can 
bo Imagined from the estimate that each puff 
from a cigarette sends -1,000,000,000 tiny grains 
of dust into the air. 
,., 


I. J'\ Hand, of the weather bureau, has made 


records from airplanes at different altitudes up 
to 12,000 feet. The dust from each altitude to be 
tested Is collected on separate glass disks and 
brought to tho laboratory for the work of exam- 
ination. 
Dust is often a serious handicap,to all- 


navigation. At times it obscures the view so that 
the pilot has difficulty in judging what his position 
is in relation to the earth, 
At 10,000 feet 'on a 


bright day an aviator can distinguish features of 
the landscape at a distance of 300 miles In e.vory 
direction, whereas In hazy weather he. may be 
able to sec only 10 miles.
